In the meantime, and in July, 1890 an 


act had been passed directing larger 
government monthly purchases of silvei 
than had been required under previous 
laws, and providing that in payment for 
such silver Treasury note' f the United 
States should be issued payable on de- 
mand in gold or silver com at the discre 
tmn of the Secretary of the Treasury. 
It was, however, declared in the act to 
be "the established policy ot the United 
States to maintain the two metals on a 
parity with each other upon the present 
legal ratio, or such ratio as may be pro- 
vided bj law " In view of this declara- 
tion it was not deemed permissible for 
the Secretary of the Tieasury to exercise 
the discretion in terms conferred on 
him, by refusing to pay gold on these 
notes when demanded, because by such 
discrimination in favor of the gold dollar 
tbe so-called parity of the two metals 
would be destroyed, and grave and dan- 
gerous consequences would be precipi- 
tated by affirming or accentuating the 
constantly widening disparity between 
their actual values under the existing 
ratio. 


It thus resulted that the Treasury 


notes issued in payment of silver pur- 
chases under the law of 1890 were neces- 
sarily treated aa gold obligations, at the 
option of the holder,.

SECKETAKT OF AGR1CTJI.TUKE MOETON 


TELLS OF THEIR TVOBK. 
HIS 


STORY OF A ETJSY YEAR, 


.'Secretary of Agriculture Morton's an- 


neal report contains the following: 


The protection of domestic health will 


09 much improved when each purchaser 
of meats demands and insists upon that 
which has been governmentally inspect- 
ed and certificated. 


Speaking of the export trade in dairy 


products of the United States, the report 
points out the fact that in cheese the 
United States, while a large shipper to 
British markets, holds the conspicuously 
unflattering place in the extreme rear as 
to quality and prise, and as the only one 
of the competitors for this trade whose 
business shows a serious falling off. 


This he attribute to the deterioration 


in the quality of American cheeses by 
adulteration with oleoand other ingredi- 
ents. In butter the United States is 
out of the race, supplying less than 1 per 
cent, of the British demand for foreign 
butters, notwithstanding the fact Great 
Britain imported in eight months $-16,- 
000,000 worth of butter. 


SAVED BY WEATHER WARNINGS. 
The work of the Weather Bureau for 


the year cost $873,439. It is claime l that 
the warnings of cold waves secured from 
freezing more than 62.275.000 worth of 
perishable agricultural products which 
otherwise would have been lost. 


The Secretary calls attention to the 


report, of the Chief of the Division of 
Statistics, which reiterates an argument 
in favor of taking an annual agricultural 
census. "I*, however," says the Secre- 
tary, "the Congress of the United States 
finally provides for a permanent Census 
Bureau to gather populational, agricul- 
tural, commercial and manufacturing 
statistics each year instead of once in ten 
years the entire business of collecting 
agricultural data and statistics should be 
vested in that bureau, which is now pro- 
posed and advocated as a permanency by 
many of the most thoughtful economists 
and statists of the United States."

INACCCRATE ANALYSES OF FOOD I'llO- 


DUCTS. 


Speaking of the work of the Division 


of Chemistry, Secretary Morton makes 
the following vigorous protest : 


'•The people are frequently misled by 


perverted references to the analyses of 
this division by advertisers of food pro- 
ducts, etc., whose products have been 
analyzed in the course of investigations 
of food adulterations or other official 
work. In the hundreds of advertise- 
ments that have been noticed, in which 
the vtcrk of this division has been refer- 
red to, there is scarcely a single case in 
which the facts were accurately set forth 
as officially published. There is, there- 
fore, just reason for complaint. It seems 
to the Secretary of Agriculture that 
there should be some method adopted 
by means of which the advertising mis- 
representations of official analyses, in- 
tended originally to protect tl.e people, 
conla be prevented." 


AMEIUCAX FRt'IT ABROAD. 


Among the more important varieties 


of fruit that have been introduced by 
the Division of Pomology are 05 new 
specimens of flgs, received from the Roy- 
al Horticultural Society, of England. 


Other important importations consist- 


ed of 29 varieties of the choicest apples 
of Austria-Hungary, which have been 
grafted upon seedling stocks for the pur- 
pose of propagation. It is proposed to 
distribute these trees to the experiment 
stations as soon as they are in proper 
condition. Efforts have also been made 
to introduce improved and hardy varie- 
ties of persimmons from Northern China 
and the citron of commerce from Italy. 
During the fiscal year thsre were shipped 
S1S,7T1 barrels of apples abroad, valued 
at $1,954.318, and 6,137,842 pounds of 
dried apples, of the value of $461.214. 


The variety which has sold for the 


highest price in British markets is the 
Albemarle pippin, which is successfully 
grown to its greatest perfection in the 
State of Virginia. 


California fruits made marked gains 


ia European markets during the year. 


IMl'BOVIXC THE ROADS. 


Improved road construction is pro- 


gressing in many of the States, notably 
in Massachusetts, Xew Jersey, North 
Carolina and Kentucky. 
More than 


half the States have passed new road 
laws within the last year, a -id there is a 
general effort to ascenaij the best meth- 
ods for developing the country roads, for 
using the county prisoners or State con- 
victs for this purpose, and for organizing 
State commissions to look after these 
matters. 


The Secretary condemns the gratuitous 


distribution of the publications of the 
Department. He recommends "that all 
publications issued by the Department 
be furnished to such citizens only as will 
pay for their nee cost and added postage, 
and that gratuitous distribution be con- 
fined to public libtv.ries and benevolent 
and educational institutions, with the 
exception of such publications as may be 
for specific purposes and properly termed 
'exigency' or 'emergency' documents."

Dining the liist fifty years the cittle 


industry in the United States has experi- 
enced a growth and development as 
wonderful as that of any other branch 
of American enterprise. Fifty years ago 
the great plains aud parks of the West, 
which now contribute so largely to the 
beef supply, were grazed only by herds 
of wild bisou. Cattle raising for beet, or 
the dairy, was confined to the Seaboard 
and Middle States. In facl, for many of 
the earlier years of the period Ohio was 
the leading State in this business. Near- 
ly all the cattle of those years were "na- 
tives" of no particular breed. True, a 
few enterprising gentlemen had imported 
and bred from fine improved stock, but 
such breeding was generally looked up- 
on as an expensive amusement for the 
rich, rather than a steady and profitable 
business for the farmer. Of the pure- 
bred cattle of that day the Shorthorn 
was the leading breed in point of num- 
bers and popularity as it has continued 
to be ever since. The Devous had beeu 
introduced still earlier, and had n;any 
admirers; afevv Ilereforrla had been quite 
recently imported, by w. II. I£. Sutbnm 
and ErastusCorning,and aliruited num- 
ber of Dutch cattle were owned and 
bred by L. G. Morris, near Xaw York 
city. AjTshires were imported in lasi 
and, during the subsequent ten years, 
had becom edeservedly popular so far as 
they were known. Individual specimens 
of Jersey, Galloway, and possibly some 
other British breeds, were found in the 
Eastern States, lint all of these de- 
tracted but little from the growing in-

''Whisky will never cure the poisonous 


snake-bite," said 
1'n.f. Theodore A. 


Schurr, the naturalist of 30 years' exper- 
ience. "The idea that whisky is an anti- 
dote for the bite oi n rattlesnake or any 
other venomous reptile is a delusion so 
popular and general that I always take 
special pains to correct and expose it in 
Jny lectures. Whisky never \\ ill or never 
did cure anyone bitten by a snake, tut 
because some person took some whisky af- 
ter being bitten by a harmless snake and 
recovered he attributed his cure to the 
•whisky, and so the idea gained circulation. 
I have never known a case to be cured by 
the use of whisky and have known sever- 
al cases where it has been used, to result 
fatally. 
Whisky only adds additional 


poison to the system instead of removing 
and destroying that of the snake. The 
only thing that will cure a person bitten 
by a rattle or other poisonous snake is the 
use of permanganate of potash. This is an 
effectual -cure in almost every instance. 
The -\enom of a reptile is injected into the 
blood, and the poison destroys the blood 
globules. I was bitten by a rauler on my 
index finger and immediately took my 
pocket-knife and made a deep incision 
near the wound and pressed all the blood 
I could to the surface and out of the wound 
so that the poison could not be taken up 
and distributed through my system. The 
bitten part was then cauterized and it 
caused me no trouble whatever. Whisky 
is not very good to use at any time, and 
no good for snake-bites."

terest in the Shorthorns. This interest 
had been awakened by the Kentucky im- 
portations of 1817; at a later date, Hon. 
George Vail, of Troy, X. Y. had 
brought over some fine Shorthorns from 
the historic herd of Thomas Bates of 
Kirkleavingtou. But the largest impor- 
tations and most important in their iu- 
fluenceon the cattle industry, were those 
of the Scioto Valley, Ohio, Importing 
Company. In 1834 this enterprising as- 
sociation had brought over nineteen 
pure-bred Shorthorns selected from the 
best herds in England. During the next 
two years further importations were 
made, the cattle landing inXeivYork, 
going thence by Erie canal to Buffalo, 
and by lake to Cleveland. In 1838 near- 
ly the entire herd was sold at auction, 
the remainder being sold the next April. 
The fifty-eight head, constituting the 
entire herd, brought $50.744. an average 
of JS74 per head. This was justly re- 
garded as an enormous price, for "that 
day. Yet in less than forty years—at 
the famous sale of the Xew York Mills 
herd, Sept. 10, 1873, twelve Shorthorn 
cows and heifers sold for $239 iBO an 
average price of 4in,!)::7 per hear]' But 
the importations and sales of the Ohio 
Company, and of the spirited individual 
importers stimulated the tas'e for pure- 
bred stock, and gave impulse to the 
movement which made the high prices 
of the later sale possible. 


Fifty years ago cuttle were driven to 


market on foot. Great droves were 
made HP from the blue-grass pastures of 
Ohio and Kentucky, or the more remote 
prairies of Illinois, and driven by slow 
and easy marches over the country roads 
to Albany, Xew York, Philadelphia, 
and other E.wtern markets, generally 
arriving at their destination in better 
condition than when they started. But 
the wide-awake Western men were not 
slow to perceive the advantages of 
slaughtering and packing beef near the 
feeding grounds. }jlirly in the half-cen- 
tury the business was established in 
Chicago, which has since grown to im- 
mense proportions. A 
Chicago paper 


of 1849 announced that ''Chicago "is at 
present the first point in the United 
States in slaughtering and putting up 
beef. There are some two or three es- 
tablishments engaged in this business 
here, who have no rivals at any other 
place in the United States." We are 
further informed in the same article that 
one of the largest of these packing hous- 
es had "already slaughtered four thous- 
and head, the present season, and will 
still add one thousand more to their 
fall's work. Tne average number per 
day, for three weeks, was one hundred 
and seventy-five, and one day two hun- 
dred and eighteen were killed, which is 
believed to be the largest day's work of 
the sort ever done fn this country." 
Forty years later, over 1,000,000 liwi'l of 
cattle were slaughtered annually in Chi- 
cago, two of the largest houses each kill- 
ing an average of 1.600, daily. 
This 


marvelous increase in the business at its 
principal center is a fair index of the 
growth of the cattle industry through- 
out the country. 


Fifty years ago the entire region west 


of the one-hundredth meridian was put 
down on the maps partly as "Unexplor- 
ed region," and the remainder as the 
"Great American Desert." The few 
hardy explorers and trappers who pene- 
trated its solitude found there, in places, 
great herds of bison grazing on the short! 
crisp grass. To-day, the entire region, 
from the Mississippi river to the Pacific 
Ocean is as thoroughly explored and as 
accurately 
mapped as the Atlantic 


States; the bison has given place to do- 
mesticated cattle, more than thirty mil- 
lion head of which graze west of the 
Mississippi, A thousand head of fat 
beeves may be taken from the sage-brush 
lands of Montana by rail to Xew York 
and thence by steamer to Liverpool iri 
less time than was formerly required to 
move the same number from th'e pas- 
tures of Ohio to the Eastern markets. 
The improvement in quality has more 
than kept pace with the increase in the 
magnitude of the business. The Ameri 
can cattle of fifty years ago were mostly 
"natives," the descendants of pioneer 
importations degenerated by promiscu- 
ous and aimless inter-breeding, until all 
race characteristics were lost. As late 
as 1849 of the cattle slaughtered in Chi- 
cago, already referred to, the very best 
dressed carcasses averazed only COO 
pounds, net-about two-thirds the pres- 
ent maximum. But a great change has 
been wrought through the interest in 
flne, pure-bred cattle. 
Breeding im- 


proved cattle has become a business of 
commanding importance, which is pur- 
sued by a host of keen-witted, enter- 
prising men ; farmers of tho more intelli- 
gent class Jmve caught the spirit, and 
many of the prosperous and successful 
business professional men of the great 
cities and their amusement in fine stock- 
breeding. All the older breeds bave be- 
come widely diffused, and many other 
valuable ones have been introduced. 
The Shorthorns have greatly increased 
and multiplied ; the Herefords, after a 
long struggle for recognition, have at- 
tained the commanding position they 
deserve; the Devons bave simply held 
tbeir own, and the Galloways have found 
the place they are peculiarly well quali- 
fied to fill, in the West and Northwest. 
Of other beef breeds the Aberdeen-An- 
gus have becoms well and widely known 
and appreciated; the Sussex have 
achieved marked success, though their i 


are increasing in numbers and populari- 
ty as a general-purpose breed. 


Of the dairy breeds, the Ayrshires re- 


tain their deserved popularity as "the 
farmer's cow." while the Jeraeys, Guern- 
seys, and Holstein-Friesians have achiev- 
ed such wonders in the production of 
milk and butter as to upset all precon- 
ceived ideas of bovine capacity. 
The 


Brown-Swiss, though the most recently 
introduced of any, have taken a perma- 
nent place among American cattle which 
probably no other breed conld fill as 
well. 


The Jerseys have a singular history. 


For several of their earlier years in this 
country they were generally regarded as 
the "gentleman's cow," too fine for any 
place but the lawn or paddock of the 
wealthy suburban resident. 
It took 


some time for the fact to become im- 
pressed on the public mind that the Jer- 
sey is eminently well suited for practical 
and profitable dairy farming. 


This notable advance, in fine stock 


breeding has not been accomplished at 
random. Each one of the pure-breeds 
is represented by an organized associ- 
ation of its leading breeders, who guard 
its purity, and watch its iuterests with 
intelligent care and zeal. The Ameri- 
can Shorthorn herdbook was established 
in 1840 by the self-sacrificing enterprise 
of Lewis F. Allen. Published at a pe- 
cuniary loss for several years, it at 
length reached a position ot success, and 
its regular and frequent publication by 
the Shorthorn Breeders' Association, is 
now a great enterprise in itself. Other 
books of pedigree record followed, until 
now one is established and maintained 
by the breeders' association of every 
breed. 


G-patas has been the advance in the 


cattle industry, it is only the beginning 
of what remains to be accomplished. 
The scrub is still largely in the majority, 
and the scrub must go before American 
beef-raising and dairying can stand on 
the proper basis for attaining the highest 
success. 
The pitiless and primitive 


range system of the Far West must give 
place to more civilized methods, as the 
country settles up and the farm replaces 
the ranch. These aud other changes for 
the better are rapidly going forward al- 
ready. 
Rail and ocean transportation 


are being relieved of the horrors which 
once attained them; the silo enables the 
farmer and dairyman to cairy summer 
feeding throughout the year; the United 
States Department of Agriculture has 
instituted systems of inspection which 
guard Northern cattle from the danger 
of infection by splenic fever, insures the 
foreign shipment of only healthy cattle,

Animal Rubber. 


An insect which produces a species of 


india-rubber has been discovered in the 
district of Yucatan, Central America, by 
an American explorer. It is called Been 
and belongs to the Coccus family; it 
feeds ou the mango tree, and swarms in 
those regions. It is of considerable size, 
yellowish-brown in color, and emits a 
peculiar oily odor. The body of the in- 
sect contains a large proportion of gi ease, 
which is highly prized by the natives for 
application to the skin, ou account of its 
medicinal properties. 


When exposed to great heat, the light- 


er oils of the grease volatil ze, leaving a 
tough wax, which resembles shellac, and 
may be used for making varnish or 
laquer. When burnt this wax produces 
a thick semi-fluid mass, like a solution of 
india-rubber. 


If you commence pruning the trees 


while they are young and keep it up 
(as you should) you can form just sucli 
a top as you want, says an exchange. 
If your tree needs spreading out cut 
the young growth off above a bud on the 
outside of the shoot. If you waut the 
tree to make an upright growth cut so 
as to leave a bud on the upper side.
